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DELAYED. DISPATCHES. 

EUROPE. ' 

London-, Feb. 1. — The house of com- 
mons hits been in continuous session 
since 4 p. m. yesterdny on the; Irish 
coercion bill. At I p*. in. to-day gov- 
ernment adherents voted down a home 
rule motion to adjourn. Gladstone 
bus determined on a continuous sitting 
till Thursday, when the Irish members' 
privileges will by exhausted, and the 
liill will then be read the first time. 

London, Feb. 2.— In tho house of 
commons home rule member for Itos- 
eommon, Gommins, took his seat at 
•">:•">•"> a. m., having spoken nearly two 
Iiuutk. Ho was interrupted several 
times by points of order, but deputy 
spenker Playfair stated that although 
i 'ommins was greatly trying the pa- 
linnets of tin! house, ho was in order. 
The house is still in session at 5 p. m. 

London, Feb. li. — When parliament 
rwtu.se in bled, Parnell called attention 
in the speaker's ruling. The speaker 
ruled that it was not a question of pri- 
vilege. 

Sullivan, home ruler, moved to ad- 
journ to enable the speaker to find a 
precedent for his ruling. A lively dis- 
cussion ensued before a crowded house. 

At 0, Gladstone entered and was 
loudly cheered. Tho speaker resumed 
his seat and prohibited further debate. 
F.xeitement followed. Division was 
taken and the government obtained 
leavti to bring in a bill for the protec- 
tion of life and property in Ireland, 
Hit to 19. Home rule members left 
i lie house in a body and the bill was 
read for the first time, second reading 
being fixed for noon, 

The house adjourned, having sat con- 
tinuously for 42 hours. Just before 
the speaker intorposed, Biggar conclud- 
ed his speech by expressing a wish for 
the success of Fenianism. He said 
that he understood that the appeal to 
the chair to stop obstruction was agreed 
on by liberals and conservatives. Tho 
speaker said in stopping obstruction, 
that during 41 hours the house had 
been occupied by repeated motions for 
adjournment supported by a small min- 
ority opposed to the sense of the house. 
A. crisis haB arisen which demands 
prompt interposition by the chair and 
the house. A measure recommended 
as urgent in her majesty's speech a 
month ago is being arrested by an in- 
considerable minority. It is neceess- 
ary to vindicate the credit and authori- 
ty of the house. I am satisfied that I 
shall not carry out its will and cannot 
rely upon its support if I decline to 
call upon any more, members to speak, 
and do not immediately proceed to put 
the question to a vote. It will be necess- 
ary for the house to assume more ef- 
ficent control over its debates or en- 
trust greater anthority to the chair. 
The speaker was repeatedly and en- 
thusiastically cheered. 

London, Eeb. 2. — Fearing a Fenian 
attack, the police guard (Jlndstone's 
residence and attend him at a distance. 

London, Jan. 27. — Either the Gov- 
ernment is in receipt of information 
which forecasts an immense Fenian up- 
rising, not alone in Ireland, but in all 
the principal tewns of England, or tdse 
for somo occult reason it wishes the 
people to believe it has such informa- 
tion. The most remarkable stories are 
told all over the Kingdom of this im- 
pending insurrection, and the acts of 
the Government tend to aggravate 
public alarm into a public panic. Any 
unusual gathering of men or appear- 
ance of any considerable number of 
strange faces in a town now suffices to 
spread a wild tale of the coming of the 
Fenians. I n Sheffield to-day there was 
the greatest excitement over a rumor 
that 100 of the much-dreaded Fenians 
had arrived, and that henceforth the 
lives of tho townspeople were no longer 
safe. The city officials immediately is- 
sued orders to all their subordinates to 
take extra precaution. Thepolice force 
was increased, and a guard placed over 
all the military depots and every place 
where there was any considerable num- 
ber of arms; but the groat scare soon 
subsided, when it became known that 
the 200 terrible Jrish conspirators were 
in reality only a few poor Irish work- 
men, who had come into the city seek- 
ing labor. After the action of the 
Government to-day, however, the peo- 
ple will have good reason to be alarm- 
ed. The second battalion of tho Eighth 
or Royal Trisli regiment of foot, sta 
tioned at Aldershot, and under com- 
mand of Lieut. -Col. Gregorie, has been 
disarmed. Of course, nothing can ex- 
plain such a step, excepting the belief 
that the troops have become imbued 
with Fenianism and may join in the re- 
bellion which is too soon to conic upon 
us. 

The homo rule members at a meeting 
yesterday appointed a committee to 
onalyco the blue hooks, giving the de- 



tails of agrarian ofTenses in Ireland for 
the first nine mouths of 1880. The 
analysis is to be circulated among the 
members of the House of Commons. 

It is understood that Michael Davitt 
will quit Ireland after the passage of 
the coercion hill. 

Davitt is visiting London on his way 
to Paris to invest a considerable amount 
of money bolonging to tho land league. 
It is stated that tho league has already 
invested £47,000 in foreign funds. 

Dublin, Jan. 27. — The Catholic 
clergy of Ireland at Maynooth havo 
resolved that immediate and thorough 
reform of the land laws framed, and 
the principles of justice to all existing 
rights, would call back penco and secu- 
rity, but they fear the fictitious calm 
caused by coercion may encourage the 
House of Lords to reject or nullify tho 
land bill.

There is little likelihood of replacing I 
them, as with small exceptions ore 1 
bodies have been worked as long as the 
ore extracted would pay mining and 
milling. Some men are still at work 
in the stopes. 

CANADA. ■ 
London, Out, Feb. 2. — It is pro | 
bable that the genuine and only origi- j 
nal Charley Ross has been discovered ' 
on the farm of Joseph Bonn, a German, j 
He was taken from home ono day by 
two men in a buggy, and remembers 
nothing more until he arrived among 
Indians, except crossing a river, pro- 
bably the Niagara. He was placed in 
an Indian family and cruelly treated 
and beaten. He fled, and afler many 
adventures, last October came to Mr. 
15onn, wdio refuses to give him up ex- 
cept to his father. 

EASTERN STATES.^ 
Quincy, Jan. 27. — A thrilling acci- 
dent has just occurred near here. On 
Tuesday evening, just before the storm 
commenced, a minor named Herald and 
a lady (name unknown) started to go to 
the Monte Christo mine, a distance of 
three miles. The storm caught them 
and they both perished. The body of 
the man was found yeBterday, but that 
of the woman has not been discovered 
yet. When the news of their loss 
reached the mine a young man named 
Robinson started down the mountain 
on snow shoes to givo the alarm and 
get help and on his trip he was caught 
in a snowslide and buried. About 
sixty men have been hunting for tho 
lost bodies of the woman and young 
Robinso.i, but up to this hour they 
have not found either. The lady's hus- 
band was at work in the mi no and 
Robinson perished within a few hun- 
dred yards of his home. 

Washington, Feb. £>.— In all tho 
political gossip of the capital Califor- 
nia is assigned a representative in fa- 
vor of Garfield's cabinet. By a strange 
unanimity the interior department is 
given the Pacific slope and the gentle- 
men named are D, O. Mills, Horace 
Davis and ex- Senator Sargent.

THE FINANCIA L ST A TEMENT 
AND THE SCHOOL TAX. 

Just a line to point out the incon- 
sistency of the F. of M.'s financial stato 
tucntsand biseditorial articles. Themore 
tho unfortunate gentleman flounders 
tUo deeper he sinks in the mud of his 
own creation. Ho tried to mystify 
tho public and has brought himself up 
in a bog. Take, for example, the Allen 
accounts. Wo stated that the alleged 
shortage in that collector's accounts 
was offset by a credit. This statement 
the F. of M. meets with the disgrace- 
ful remark that Mr. Allen was re- 
cently '-brought to book at tho treas- 
ury," leaving tho impression on tho 
people's mind that Mr. Allen* had de- 
faulted, and was marched to the- treas- 
uryand mailo to disgorge. How do 
the figures stand in the public accounts? 
Here they are, page 9Ge, under tho head 
" Balance Sheet of tho Province of 
British Columbia, as per Treasury 
Acct., 30th June, 18S0." In the ninth 
line appears this item: — 

•E. Allen, latorevenuo collector, Clinton ... .#5091.50 

The " star" which proceeds tho item 
refers the reader to a note at the foot 
of tho balance sheet, whore we discover 
this romarkablo entry : — 

"Against tho asset item E. Allen, 83.001. 50, ii an 
unsettled liability of S),0i$0.07 (or commission on rev- 
enue, collections." -J.u. Judsos Younq, deputy treas- 
urer." 

Deducting the lesser from tho larger 
sum it will bo seen that E. Allen owes 
the government §30.83 instead of the 
sum of §3,091.50 included among tho 
assets. We aro informed that even 
this small sum is still in dispute. 
Again, the F. of M. still asserts that 
thero is no doficit, but in tho compara- 
tive statement of the receipts and ex- 
penditure of tho province of British Col- 
umbia, page 9G, public accounts, we see 
that for tho year ending 1879-'80 the 
expenditures exceeded tho recoipts by 
$G4,000. Our complaint as to the 
non-collection of the school tax is 
used as a pretext for stating that The 
Colonist onco described tho manner 
in which farm laborers wero hunted 
through the districts as similar to a 
wild boast chase. Unquestionably svo 
did so describo tho method. Tho col- 
lector is not required by the Act to 
play the part of a harrier and chase 
defaulters up hill and down dale. The 
law makes the employers of labor re- 
sponsible for tho payment of tho tax 
due by those in their employ; and 
should the employe show the collec- 
tor a clean pair of heels the master 
must pay the tax. Tho figures we 
produced on Saturday cannot be dis- 
puted. In nearly all the lower dis- 
tricts the school tax is evaded; evaded

List of Pooplc Moat Seriously Hurt. 

HOUSES AMD FENCES I'ROSTHATEU . AND 
STOCK KiLLEU. 

Gekvais, Feb. 4. —The storm of yester- 
day struck the cast .side of Gorvais at 
about 3 o'clock in tho afternoon, sweeping 
everything before it. It came in a south- 
easterly direction, and was about 200 
yards in width. It was first seen about a 
mile from town, whore it struck A. Wood- 
ington's place, demolishing outhouses in 
a fearful manner, picking up the dwoll- 
ing house, setting it twenty feet from its 
foundation and pitching the inmates out 
into the storm. Some of them wove 
badly bruised, but none seriously injured. 
The storm swept through the fields at a 
terrific rate, picking up sheep and fences 
like birds and hurling thorn into the air 
twenty or thirty feet. A number of sheep 
wero killed. As il uoared town, it 
narrowed down to about titty yards in 
width and came in zigzag curront, taking 
everything before it, striking tho school 
house on one corner. The children all 
ran out to save their lives and t lie scene 
that followed was terrible. They wero 
lifted into the air from 20 to SO feet 
among flying timbers, sidewalk planks 
and debris from barns and fem es, and all 
fell to tho ground senseless. .Some had 
their arms broken, some their heads frac- 
tured, and all more of less bruised, but 
fortunately none wero killed. Mr. Brad- 
ley's house was taken two feet from its 
foundation and shattered almost to pieces. 
Ii so happened that '.lie family were out 
visiting or they wotdd have been killed, 
as a number of neighboring outhouses and 
barns were thrown up against it. The 
windows and doors of Mr. S. Seguir's 
house wore also broken in and the house 
more or less damaged. From hero tho 
cyclone raised into the air in the shape of 
a black cloud and was seen to fall again 
about three miles distant. It was report- 
ed that it struck near tho narrow guago 
railroad, tearing it all to pieces, but wo 
have no definite news at this writ- 
ing. 

It was very fortunate that it changed, 
its course as it entered town, as it would 
havo swept tho whole city clean, tho 
eastern part of tho town not being so 
thickly settled. The damages are not 
very heavy, probably §5000, to property 
and stock. Tho injured children havo 
nearly all recovered consciousness and 
aro doing well. Mr. Rock, a young man 
21 years of ago, lias his arm broken 
in two places and is also internally in- 
jured, lie is in a critical condition. 
Earnest Brown is also very badly hurt 
and his skull fractured. 

Following is a list of those most seri- 
ously hurt: Jay K. Barnes, seriously; 
Bonnie Mitchell, slightly; Rosa Mitchell, 
slightly; Tom Murphy, slightly; Felix 
Croly, slightly; Antoino Seguire, slightly. 
Thirty or forty more were bruised. 

It was a terrible scene to behold anil 
mado the blnod run cold to see fathers 
and mothers picking up their prostrate 
children from the ditches and niudhoh

At Callao and Lima. 

At the taking of Callao and Lima there 
wero present with the Chilean forces 
Lieutenant Commander Mullan, of t ho 
U. S. S. Adams, Commander Acland, 
of H. M. S. Triumph, and an Italian na- 
val ollicor, attached to the stall' of 
General Baquedano, Chief of the Chilean 
forces. This privilege was solicited by 
Admiral Stirling, of' II. B. M. flagship 
Triumph, for tho purpose of giving neu- 
tral officers an opportunity of observing 
the conduct of the war, and roporting to 
their respective Governments such infor- 
mation as may bo considered useful. The 
Gonoral willingly granted the request, 
and received tho officers at his headquar- 
ters with tho respect duo to their rank.

ships Triumph, Shannon, Thetis, Osprey 
and Gannet ; the Italian ships Cristoloro 
Colombo, Garibaldi and Archinndes ; U. 
S. ships Lackawanna and Adams ; French 
ships Decres and Hussard, and tho Gor- 
man ship Ariadne. The Shannon is a 
ship rigged with nine Woolwich guns- 
two 18-ton and seven 12-ton, and perfect- 
ly able to take care of the rest of us alone. 
She is a rani, but unships that dangerous 
instrument and stows il in the hold till 
required.

—In tin; House of 
Commons this morning u motion for the 
second reading of the main Pacific fail- 
way resolution was carried — ayos 108, 
nno.s 40. Tho resolutions were then con- 
curred in, and Sir John Macdonald intro- 
duced a hill founded on them, which was 
read the first time.

Hon. Mr. Walkem obtainod leave to 
introduco a Bill to amend the County 
Courts Ordinance, ami it was read a 
first time. 

MATSQUI DYKE. 

Mr. Harris moved that a select com- 
mitteo be appointed to inquire into all 
circumstances connected with the Matsqui 
Dyke, with powor to oxatnino contracts, 
plans, specifications, and call for persons, 
books, and papers, and examine witness- 
es; the committeo to consist of Messrs. 
Walkem, Yernon, E. Brown, McGilli- 
vray, and the mover. 

Mr. Helgessen seconded and the reso- 
lution was passed . 

Mr. Vernon objected to serving on the 
committee. The matter should bo dealt 
with by tho Chief Commissioner who had 
access to all tho information and should 
examine into it himself. The lands wore 
locked up and there was no road work in 
progress, and the Surveyor-General might 
be sent up to examine for tho Govern- 
ment. He instanced the fate of the 
school committee's report, last session, 
which, because it was not in accordance 
with the wishes of the Government, 
was not allowed to bo printed. 

Hon. Mr. Walkom replied that the 
Lands and Works Department had done 
its work, and tho matter was a fair one 
for parliamentary inquiry. 

Mr. Harris said an inquiry was impera- 
tive. Thero was great dissatisfaction in 
district at the condition of affairs there. 
A committeo should be appointed to ex- 
aminu into the matter. 

Mr. Vernon objected to sitting on any 
committeo whose work might bo rendered 
abortive by the Government refusing to 
publish tho report. Why did not tho 
Chief Commissioner sond up the Surveyor 
General and lot him report on the work ? 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said there was no 
impropriety in the motion. He had no 
objection to an inquiry being mado into 
tho affairs of his office. 

Mr. Ash said that as the hon. member 
for Yale objoctod to the principle of the 
motion ho need not servo. 

Mr. Smithe said that in the interests of 
the public and of the settlers of Matsqui 
it was the duty of the Lands and Works 
Department to deal with this matter. So 
far he agreed with Mr.'Vornon; but as 
the Lands and Works had not attended 
to the matter it was right that a commit- 
tee of inquiry should be appointed. 

Mr. Wilson approved of the resolution. 
The engineer had reported that the con- 
dition of tho work was not satisfactory. 
It would be a great misfortuno if the 
dyke were to prove a failure. Mr. Hun- 
tor had reported that under compotont 
management and at a small expense the 
work would be successful and of great ad- 
vantage to the conntry. The committeo 
was a proper one and he hoped it would 
1)0 appointed. 

Mr. McGillivray said the time limit for 
tho completion of tho dyke expired July 
1st, 1880. and the committee might make 
some valuable suggestions to the govern- 
ment. 

The resolution was read and carried, Mr.

Every stream 
has overflowed its banks and fertile val- 
leys are converted into inland seas which 
sweep every movable object before them. 
Roads, bridges, and telegraph poles havo 
been swept away and tho country is in a 
condition of desolation terrible to contemp- 
late.

At one 
point in Oregon a tornado added to the 
general misery. At tho latest advices tho 
rains had ceased and the floods were sub- 
sid.

Hon. Mr. Walkom said tho resolution 
waB not a pvopor one in bo far as it pro- 



accounts committee. Sir. Allen had 
shown a hearty confidence in the mem- 
bers for his district in not asking them 
to move the resolution. Mr. Allen had 
admitted, to 1 liln that the Government ac- 
counts wero correct; he (Mr. W.) had 
asked him to make an apology for lan- 
guage ho had used and ho had said ho 
would rather dicjfirst, and as ho (Mr. W.) 
did not wish him to die he did not press 
the point. He added that he was of the 
opinion that only a blackguarding would 
effect a settlement and that was why he 
(Allen) had written to The Colonist. 

Mr. Mara said that correspondence on 
these accounts had appeared in tho pross 
and had been public property for a long 
time. The matter had been once before 
referred to the public accounts committee 
which body was in a better position to re- 
port than any other. Mr. Allen had as- 
serted that the Government was still in- 
debted to him, and that it portion of tin- 
correspondence he had had with the Gov- 
ernment was suppressed. 

Mr. Walkem. — He took that back. 
Mr. Mara.— He made the statement to 
mo since his interview with the Govern- 
ment. 

Hon. Mr, Beavon said that when he 
took charge of tho finance department ho 
found that Allen apparently owed the 
Government over .9:1,000. He wrote to 
him and the reply was that be was auth- 
orized to withhold a certain sum by the 
Elliott Government. Upon referring to 
tho records he ascertained that Mr. A. W. 
Smith was tho first assessor that prepared 
tho roll for Lillooet district and that ho 
afterwards turned the doty over to Mr. 
Allen at . r > per cent, commission. (The 
hon. gentleman here read two letters from 
Mr. Allen to him as Finance Minister, 
which showed tint the Elliott Govern- 
ment had agreed (o pay Mr. Allen 25 per 
cent, and 20 percent, on collections made 
by him in Lillooet district.) Continuing, 
Mr. Beavon said, Allen claimed that in 
1878 ho had paid §1,800 to Mr. Berkeloy 
in tin' presence of Mr. Smithe; ho (Mr. 
Boaven) believed that Allen was mistaken 
in that statement and the accounts show- 
ed that he was mistaken. These accounts 
wore satisfactorily settled on the 11th Oc- 
tober, last. Tho accounts had previously 
been placed in the hands of the Attornoy- 
General for collection and when Mr. Al- 
lon came to tho capital he was satisfied 
that he had not paid $1,800, and it was 
found that he owed the Government somo 
$.10 for which he gave a duo-bill. That 
was all. Ho submitted that it was neces- 
sary to define what the claims are before 
the motion should pass. 

Mr. Wilson, — \\ ere there not. other 
claims ( 

Hon. Mr. Heaven said there wore claims 
in connection with tho Poole murder caso 
which had been ordered paid. Mr. Allen 
hud since mado an additional claim upon 
the Government for expenses incurred 
whilo collecting taxes. He thought the 
claims should bo defined by tho motion. 

Mr. Wilson said the question had been 
referred to tho public accounts committee 
which had decided that there was very 
little due on either side. Ho could not 
see tho necessity for tho resolution. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys objected to the 
resolution as nothing but mischief would 
result from it. 

Mr. Speaker thought tho resolution 
should specify the claims. 

Mr. Mara.— Tho papers will show them. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem.— The papers will 
not show them. 

Mr. Smithe said the explanation of the 
Finance Minister would be bettor made 
before the committee. He produced tho 
public accounts to show that thero was an 
apparent balance due by Mr. Allen of up- 
wards of :?:j,000; Mr. Allen also had a 
claim against the Attorney General's de- 
partment. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem. Settled. 

Mr. Smithe. — But Mr. Allen soya it is not 
settled. These conflicting statements are 
what require to be reconciled. 

Mr. Ash said that hon. members must 
have listened to tin- remarks of the Min- 
ister of Finance with regret, and their in- 
ference must have been an unpleasantone 
for tho minister. He deprecated this op- 
position to the motion. 

Mr. Bennett did not think all the state- 
ments of the Finance Minister wore 
strictly correct. Mr. Allen should at 
least have an enquiry into the differences 
between him and the Government. It 
would not take up a groat deal of time. 

Mr. Saul was aware that there was a 
good deal of notoriety regarding Mr. Allen's 
claims. Ho wished to have the claim en- 
quired into so as to enable Mr. Allen to 
clear up till the matters connected with it. 
Ho seconded the motion for that purpose; 
but he was fully satisfied that the govern- 
mental statement was correct. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem stated that Mr. Allen 
had an account in the attorney-general's 
office which he instructed Mr. Harrison 
to enquire into. Although the order had 
boon passed for the settlement of this 
claim, Mr. Allen threatened to put tho 
matter into the hands of an attorney. Tho 
attornoy-general's account bad long boon 
settled, and ho had no claim whatever 
against that or any other department. 
There was everything in the treasury to 
show that the matter had beon Bottled to 
his, Allen's, satisfaction and under his 
signature. All that the finance minister 
had stated was entirely correct, and ho 
might even go further, but did not think 
if necessary. 

Mr. Ash enquired as to whether tho at- 
torney- general was making a statement or 
an explanation > He referred to tho cele- 
brated dry dock voucher and thought the 
treasury not altogether a safe place for 
them sometimes. (Hear.) 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said he bad a right 
to say what he had just stated. 

Hon. Mr. Beavon stated that the as- 
sertion of the hon. member for Gomox 
was entirely incorrect. 

The question was then pit and the 
speaker decided that the ayes hud it. Tho 
government called for a division. 

Mr. Speaker rang the boll and after two 
or three members who had been in the 
lobby when the question was put had en- 
tered the House proceeded to put the 
question again. 

■ Mr. Smithe objected to Mr. Speaker 
calling in •.:._:.. % ;r:;r: after the voices had 
been given. No membor could voto up- 
on the question no ,v other than thoso who 
had already done so and no one who had 
given his voice already, "aye" or "no," 
could shirk the voto now, each being 
bound by the vote he had already givon. 

Hon. Mr. Walkom said that the thing 
had beon done over and over again. 

Mr. Mara was of the same opinion as 
Mr. Smithe. 

Dr. Ash also sustained Mr. Smitho. 

Mr. Speaker ruled that he had the right 
to ring in members. 

Mr. Wilson retired after hearing the 
point of order raised, he having come in 
when tho bell waa rung, and declined to 
voto. 

Mr. Gallagher, who had also . como in 
after tho bell had been rung, refusod to 
retire and staid to givo tho" government 
a vote, much nocded although out of 
order, and, as tho result proved, ineffec- 
tual, 



The resolution was then put and car- 
ried, 13 to i*. (Cheers.) 

While the vote was being taken the 
Finance Minister exhorted the member 
for Nanaimo to hold up his hand, but 
that gentleman declined doing so as he 
was in tho lobby when the first voto was 
taken. 

Mr. Smithe wished to know what tho 
government were going to do in view of 
the defeat they hadfjust sustained/ (Hear, 
hear and laughter.) 

Mr. Walkom said the opposition would 
no doubt like to see the government va- 
cate their places. 

Mr. Smithe— Certainly; that is a con- 
stitutional privilege tho government have. 
(Laughter.) 

EIKEMEN". 

Hon. Mr. Beavon moved the second 
reading of the Firemen's Exemption from 
: Jury Bill, lie thought the bill would 
meet with tho approbation of overy mom- 
I bur of the House. Tho privilege asked 
! for was such a small one that thero would 
bo no difference of opinion about it. Tho 
general principle was enunciated in tho 
first clause. Sofarasthetimowasconcorned 
a fireman should servo before boing 
exempt from jury duty he proposed 
should bo tilled up in committeo. Tho 
firemon were a very worthy body of men 
and their labors wero gratuitous; often at 
loss to themselves. Their claims, 
thorofore, should bo recognized and tho 
small compensation asked for in tho bill 
granted. 

Mr. Ferguson stated that the bill bo- 
longed tn achiSH <if legislation unworthy 
the consideration of the Houso. Tho 
Finance Minister might just as well ask 
tho Houso to grant to certain porsons im- 
munity from civil duties in order to in- 
duce them to become carpenters or black- 
smiths or to engage in any other pro- 
fession. Nothing could ho more ob- 
jectionable than class legislation and it is 
never resorted to by any people oxcept 
for tho public good. The tondoncy of 
such a bill would be to destroy public 
spirit. He instanced Barkervillo whore 
mon had to travel 10 or 15 miles to serve 
on a jury. There was a firo company 
there, but the bill was not applicable to 
such places, for if tho firemen wero ex- 
empted there would bo few left for jury 
duty. Ho was of tho opinion that it was 
legislation in a wrong direction. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem had to differ from 
his colleague in this matter. Ho was glad 
to support tho bill and was of opinion that 
it would bo acceptable to tho peoplo of 
Cariboo. The firemen of this and other 
places spent time and monoy in saving 
properly of others. It was not legislation 
in tho wrong direction, but had beon ad- 
opted in many other countries. Hore 
jurymen were liable to bo callod upon 
often, while in Cariboo thoy wero very 
seldom called upon to sorvo. 

Mr. Williams would support tho bill. 
Tho firemen dosorved all tho considera- 
tion the government could bestow upon 
thorn. They wore often out of pocket, 
besides doing a groat deal of gratuitous 
hard work. Whilo he was a fireman it 
cost him about $100 a yoar for fines for 
absence from mooting!) and fires. 

Mr. Drummond rose to advocato tho 
justico of tho bill and hoped it would pass 
unanimously. He fully agreod with all 
that had been said in favor of it. Tho 
exemptions that the bill asked for would 
not affect tho jury roll. Ho regretted 
that the hon. member from Cariboo ob- 
jected to the bill. 

Tho bill was committed, with Mr. Mc- 
Gillivray in the chair. 

When tho first ehiu.se was road 10 years 
was moved by Hon. Mr. Beavon to lie 
insorted as tho number of years firemen 
should serve before earning exemption 
from jury duty. 

An amendment was offered to make it 
15 years. 

Mr. Helgesen did not think that Vic- 
torians should be relieved from jury duty 
at tho expense of people from tho coun- 
try who had to travel many miles to town 
and remain under expenso day after day- 
while the courts were sitting. 

Mr. Mcllmoyl was opposed to tho prin- 
ciple of the bill. Firemen united for 
their own protection. Thero were already 
105 exempted from jury duty. If many 
of ths citizens of Victoria wero exempted 
a corresponding number must be chosen 
from the outlying districts and that would 
be a great hardship. He thought 20 
years ought to be inserted. 

Mr. Drummond thought eight years 
would bo tho proper thing ; but if 10 
years would meet with tho support of the 
House he should support that. 

Mr. Mara did not think he would bo 
right in giving a silent voto on tho clause 
A man in tho city could always go homo 
every night while people from n distance 
would be obliged to stay in town undor 
expense. He would advocato 15 years as 
a compromise between 10 and 20. He 
would" tako the opportunity of asking tho 
leader of tho government whether or not 
it was proposed to pay jurymen something 
reasonable for their services ? 

Mr. Harris thought the passage of tho 
bill would bo an additional tax on tho 
outlying districts. Jurymen should bo 
paid for their time. He referred to the 
great length of time spont by jurymen re- 
cently at New Westminster, and hoped 
that tho Attorney-General would bring 
down a bill to remedy this matter. 

Mr. Wilson considered that it was a 
hardship for a large number of jurymen 
to be summoned and only a few put on 
duty. If a long term of years were in- 
serted but few would derivo any benefit 
from it. Even ton years was a long time. 
Mon got weary of tho work and expense ; 
and he thought that. 10 yoars at tho least 
was the longest time that should bo in- 
serted in the clause. It would only be 
making a burlesque of the bill to put in 
15 years and he asked the mover to with- 
draw it. 

Mr. Abrams did not think it advisablo 
to adopt tho suggestion of the hon. mem- 
ber for Victoria, as in that case another 
amendment making it 20 would bo offer- 
ed. 

Mr. E. Brown was of opinion that 10 
years was too long. It would tbfoatj tho 
object of tho bill. Five year3 would be 
bettor. 

Mr. Mcllmoyl would support the 15 
years amondment. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys looked upon the 
bill as an experimental attempt. Tho re- 
marks of his colleague and tho member 
for Now Westminster district should not 
be lost sight of. Whilo population re- 
mains as small as it is now it would cor- 
tainly bo a hardship upon the people of 
tho surrounding districts. If 10 years bo 
inBorted the Houbo should know how 
many would be exempted. Perhaps 30 
or 40 persons would be exempted in this 
city alono. 

Mr. Wilson stated that only 10 or 15 
that aro now on tho roll would be exempt- 
ed. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys fell somo diffi- 
culty in dealing with this clause in conBO- 
quonco of the absence of statistics in tho 
mattor. On principle he approved of the 
bill and thought no harm would be done 
by passing it.

AN OREaON STEAMSHIP IN A 
TORNADO- 

A ronlous Trap and a Narrow Es- 
cape 

The steamship Oregon encountered a 
terrible storm on her last trip to Port- 
land. She caught it worst at the mouth 
of the Columbia river, whero tho wind 
was blowing it perfect hurricane and tho 
waves wero running mountains high, com- 
pelling Capt. Pohlman to put back to sea. 
The experience of Friday afternoon and 
night, whilo being tossed about on tho 
bosom of the briny dcon, was such that 
tho passengers will not somi forgot. Tho 
staunch, ship rolled and tossed about, and 
while there was really no danger, the 
passengers became greatly excited. Tho 
main saloon was filled with half sick-pale- 
faced mon and women who were boing 
rolled from one side of the ship to tho 
other like so many billiard balls, and 
when one towering wave dashed over tho 
steamer, bursting through tho skylights 
of the cabin and easting its spray over tho 
people therein, tho sceno was an enliven- 
ing one, men and women, who for want 
of practice had almost forgotten how to 
pray, called to Him who centuries ago 
spoke to the winds and the sua was hush- 
ed, to save them from the angry elements, 
and the stewardess rushing into tho cabin 
with a pale face and affrighted air, telling 
tho terrified passengers that thoy must 
put their trust in God, was not calculated 
to restore confideneo in tho passengers. 
It seoms that the stewardess had lost her 
sea legs and became more terrified than 
those unaccustomed to the oxperienco. 
During the night the wind lulled and on 
Saturday morning tho Oregon steamed 
into Astoria, her brine-spattered smoke- 
stack and cabin windows showing how 
furious had been the storm of tho pro 
vious day and night.

The gold exports by the bank are stated 
to aggregato $844,850.

It is 
claimed that Cariboo shows no signs of 
exhaustion. Attention is called to tho 
auriferous benchos and the progress in 
hydraulic mining. Omineca is said to bo 
increasing in importance. Yale silver 
lead is developing some fine ore. The 
nattering prospects of tho Kokesalia mino, 
in Cowichan district, and theaasays (which 
havo gone as high !13 $09.43 to tho ton) 
are commented upon. Tho inaccessibility 
of this rich district is reforred to and tho 
question naturally arises, why don't tho 
government build a road to it ( In coal 
exports, despito tho unfavorable duty at 
San Francisco, there has been a steady 
increase. [Tho statistics wero lately pub- 
lished in The. Colonist.] Tho exertions of 
Mr. Bunster, M. P., have procured a 
drawback of one-half the duty payablo on 
powder, which proved a great boon to the 
minora. The workings aro reported in 
oxccllent condition. There had been 
threo fatal and minor accidents during 
tho year in tho collieries. At tho Nanai- 
mo collieries (plant valued at $110,000) 
297 adults and 15 boys arc employed at 
wages varying from $2 to §15.75 for whites 
and from 81 to $1.50 for Indians and 
Chineso. At tho Wellington collerics 
525 hands are employed at wages ranging 
from §1 to $3.75 per day. Tho miners 
earn por day from $3 to $4.50. Tho 
vahio of tho plant is $245,000. 

Wagon Road. — Messrs. McGillivray 
and Harris on Saturday last presented to 
tho Chief Commissioner of Lands and 
Works a petition which was largely and 
influentially signed by the residents of 
New Westminster City and vicinity, ask- 
ing for tho construction of a wagon road 
from a point near tho Camp to Port 
Moody, tho terminus of the Canadian 
Pacific. Railway. 



THE G/ULF CABLE. 
Journal of tho Expedition. 

The D. G. steamer Sir J. es Douglas 
and H. M. S. Rocket returned from the 
Gulf on Sunday evening, having buoy 
tho mainland end of the cable with two 
miles of Point Grey. The following jour 
mil of the expedition is kindly furnished 
by Mr. Giaborne : — 

Jan. 20th. — Tho steamer Sir James 
Douglas, Capt. Devereux, having tin 
cable barge "Electron" in tow andaccom 
patiied by II. M. S. "Rocket," Capt Orle 
bar, R. N. , left Victoria at 8 a.m., arrived 
and anchored in Montague harbour at 
5 p. in. 

Jan. 30th. — 'Die expedition proceeded 
on fo Clam Bay (near Portier Bass) where 
the Electron and H. M. S. Rocket anchor- 
ed; the Sir James Douglas then steamed 
on to Gubriola Pass where she anchored 
until Mr. Giaborne and party examined 
ami finally selected a small cove 3 miles 
south of tho north point of Valdes Is- 
land as tho western terminus for tin; now 
cable. 

This conclusion was arrived at in con- 
sequence of the open woods upon Valdes 
Island and tho narrowness of Gabriola 
pass oyer which it is intended to suspend 
two wires, (one boing a duplicate in caso 
of need), tho distance from tree to tree 
being about 150 yards. 

Tho Sir James Douglas then proceed- 
ed to Nanaimo harbour where she cast 
anchor about 7 p. m. 

Jan. 31st. — After culling at Kutranco 
Island lighthouse, to enquire if all was 
well at that station, tho Sir James Doug- 
lass crossed the Gulf of Georgia to Point 
Gray and landed the cable hut (a struct- 
ure weighing about one-half a ton) about 
throe-fourths of a milo south of that 
point, where tho eastern end of tho 
eablo will connect with tho hind line to 
New Westminster via Granville, Burrard's 
Inlet. Tho steamer afterwards anchored 
off Granville for the night. 

Feb. 1st. --After running up to Port 
Moody and calling at Point Atkinson 
lighthouse, the Sir James Douglas re- 
turned to Cable Cove, Valdes Island, and 
thero landed tho second hut, returning to 
Clam Bay at 8 p.m. 

Fob. 2nd. — The Sir James Douglas 
towed tho Electron into Northumberland 
Channel whore Mr. Gisborno connected 
Gabriola Island with Vancouver Island at 
a point ono-half a mile north of Dodd's 
Narrows, thus avoiding tho heavy close 
woods of Mudge Island, and also the two 
1000 feet stretches of suspended wires 
across Dodds and Falso Narrows. Tho 
Sir James Douglas, Electron and H. M. 
S. Rocket then anchored for tho night at 
Nanaimo. 

Fob. 3rd — Tho weather boing wet and 
unfavorablo Capt. Devereux took tho op- 
portunity of recoaling tho Sir James Doug- 
las at tho Wellington mines, Departure 
Bay, a previous trial of Nanaimo coal 
having provon its great inferiority fir 
steaming purposes, tho steamer returning 
to her anchorage at dusk. 

Feb. 4th— -The expedition proceeded to 
Gabriola Pass and camo to anchor inside 
tho Flat Top Islands for the night, after 
laying a buoyed hempen cablo from Cable 
Covo hut into six fathoms water. 

Fob. 5th — Tho weather boing misty but 
calm Mr. Gisborno lauded the end of the 
cablo on Valdca Island, whero Mr. Jas. 
Wilson set up tho telegraph instruments 
and loft his brother operator, Mr. H. 
Wilson, in charge, and tho Sir James 
Douglas at onco towed out tho Electron 
seawards at 9 a. m. Tho tido was then 
near low obb and at 9:30 a.m. the steamer, 
had run 2\ knots and tho Electron had 
paid out 2} knots of cable into 00 fathoms 
of water. At 10 a. m. tho steamer had 
run 5 knots; cablo paid out, uh knots; 
depth, 130 fathoms. At 10:3~0 a. in. 
tho steamer had run 8 knots ; cablo 
paid out 9J knots, depth 219 fathums. 
At 11 :30, the flood tide meanwhile runn- 
ing swiftly, tho friction brake was put on 
to tho utmost oxtont of safety to the cablo 
while at tho samo time it was found 
necessary for the safety of the men in tho 
tank to slacken towing speed, tho result 
boing 12A knots of cable laid in 1G0 
fathoms of water, the steamer having 
mado littlo over one knot additional dis- 
tance over tho ground although apparent- 
ly making more than double such distance 
by observation. At 12:30 tho steamer 
had de facto only madol4A knots over the 
ground, although 21 knots had been paid 
out, and at 1 p.m. tho steamer had made 
Hi knots over tho ground with 24 miles of 
cable paid out. 

At this hour the Electron was in tolo- 
graphic communication with Valdos Is- 
land and the end of the cable being so- 
curoly buoyed in about 110 fathoms of 
water between 3 and 4 miles off Point 
Gray station, tho Sir James Douglas and 
Electron returned to anchor in Clam Bay, 
the Rocket steaming back direct towards 
Esquimalt. 

Fob. 6th. — The Sir James Douglas 
towed tho Electron back to Victoria. 

So soon as tho barque Lizzie Irodalo 
(now a month overdue) arrives at Vic- 
toria with the wire the land lines between 
Valdos Island and Nanaimo and between 
Point Gray and New Westminster will 
bo completed and then tho buoyed end of 
tho new cablo will be connected pro tern, 
with a section of the old cable , and later 
on in tho season when tho weather is 
more suitable for such operations tho new 
cablo will be picked up and relaid from 
midchannel to Point Grey at slack water. 

Mr. Gisborno speaks highly of the skill 
of Capt. Devereux in his management of 
tho Sir James Douglas and the cable barge 
Electron, of tho kind co-operation of 
Capt. Orlebar, R. N. , and the zeal and 
attention or an tno othcers ami men con- 
nected with the expedition.

IMPALES, 

Darin* Attempt to Gaol Ereaking. 

Yesterday morning between eight aud 
nine o'clock a namesake and disciple of 
tho notorious Australian bushranger, who 
recently expiated his crimes on tho 
scaffold, made a desporato and nearly suc- 
cessful attempt to escape from gaol. 
Kelly, it will bo remembered, is awaiting 
trial for a robbery at tho Albion Saloon. 
A coadjutor in the attempt was an Italian 
who is aUo wanted at tho approaching 
assizes. Thoso two worthies havo been 
putting not only their heads but their 
clothing together, and very nearly to some 
purpose. Part of it, that is their cloth- 
ing, was torn in strips and with theso a 
burglar's ladder was constructed and 
everything arranged for th'oir contomplat- 
ed escape. But their schomo was des- 
tined to prove futile, not through any 
fault of the projectors, but by an unlooked 
for slip of tho foot just at tho critical 
moment. Watching their opportunity 
whilo tho balcony guard was for a fow 
minutes off tho platform attending to 
other duties in the gaol yard, Kelly 
quietly and noiselessly made his way up, 
ladder in hand which he quickly adjusted 
to suit his purpose, Now for a spring to 
tho top of tho southern wall, then down 
into Bastion street and a rush for liberty. 
Unfortunately for the would bo gaol 
breaker his foot slipped and instead of 
liberty and the othor side of tho water ho 
impaled himself on tho sharp spikes with 
which tho top of tho wall bristles. At 
this juncture, the noise or something olso 
attracted tho attention of parties at tho 
offices and olsowhero and tho auspicious 
opportunity was tit an end. Kolly extri- 
cated himself from his unenviable pre- 
dicament but was found to bo badly hurt 
in different parts of his body, and bleed- 
ing prof usoly. He was at once conducted 
back to his cell a wiser and probably a 
sadder man, whore ho will have ample 
time to philosophise on tho mutability of 
all human projects.
